WHAT WILL BE THE REWARD? 

How timely the holy season of Lent for us! The 
bustle of Christmas activities has ceased, the worry and 
anxiety over examinations and courses for the new 
semester have been lulled to nonexistence by their pass- 
ing, and the very subjection of Nature seems to conform 
to the spirit of these penitential weeks. There is a per- 
ceptive lessening of social activities as the forty days’ 
fast begins, and the earnest and devout Catholic begins 
his preparation for a truer appreciation of the spirit of 
Holy Week, and the glorious feast of Easter. To aid him 
his parish church provides suitable sermons and exer- 
cises on Wednesday, Friday and Sunday of each week. 
Even the non-Christian world seems to catch the rhythm 
of the low religious chant of the Lenten season. 

So often, much too often, we hear Catholics say “if 
I had the time I would be more religious, go to church 
more, read more Catholic books and pamphlets.” As 
one noted conversationalist phrased it, “you have all the 
time there is.” For any favorite book, pastime, or hobby 
the average occupied person does not have extra and 
leisure time; he makes time for them because they in- 
terest him and improve him intellectually. Let us 
make time for God during Lent; let us make an effort 
to improve ourselves spiritually. We have every means 
of grace at our disposal in a most convenient time of the 
year. Intellectual improvement, character, and success 
are founded upon firm moral tone. During these forty 
days of penance, these days of close communion with God 
under the direction of our Church which through business 
depression and economic revolutions remains the same 
wise, calm, and guiding Mother, let us meditate upon 
the sorrowful Passion of Christ. During these forty 
days, sacrafice, not satisfaction, should be our standard 
of measurement. 

And the reward for this denial? A deep religious 
tone which will make forty days of increased devotion 
only too short, the beautiful story of Holy week, alive 
and compelling, and the glory of the Risen Christ, a 
ringing echo of the happiness in our hearts. 

A SEASONAL TONIC 

About this time of the school year the annual and 
nearly universal tendency to slacken, or to sit back and 
take it easy, sets in. Exams are over; semester records 
have been given out; the new term is under way. For 
some reason or other most of us feel that there is no 
particular reason why we should devote but the minimum 
of time to our lessons. It appears as though the very 
objective of study, namely that of passing, which con- 
stituted the back bone of our will power before examina- 
tions, has now been removed. 

Perhaps this condition might be remedied if we 
would seek a higher motive. Let’s ask ourselves this 
question, “Why do we come here?” Many will probably 
give the spontaneous and insincere answer, “to have a 
good time.” But how many would actually refuse to 
change or at least modify that statement if persuaded 
to speak their mind in a strictly truthful manner? 

This is really the logical time, and it is also in ac- 
cordance with the spirit of the Lenten season, to become 
earnest about school duties if such an attitude has not 
been assumed up to now. Let’s not defeat our purpose 
as students, that of learning, by refusing to accept the 
means to the end, that of studying. 

Pages upon pages, some containing much truth, 
others full of exaggerated statements, have been written 
about the importance of study: However, it is agreed 
that it is not an overly attractive occupation ; but why be 
a coward, shirking duty merely because of its nature? 
If this seasonal laziness, inertia, lack of ambition 



or whatever else you may choose to call it, is let go, it 
will develop into a chronic case of spring fever within 
a month. 

The tonic is STUDY to be taken in regular doses, 
before and after dinner, along with a specially com- 
pounded powder prescription of perseverence, an essen- 
tial to the recovery of one’s scholastic health. 

TWO WHO DARED 

The Broadway critics are in a quandry. Plays with 
truly religious themes have taken the place of the 
brittle sophistication that has come to be their accepted 
standard. The two leading playwrights, Eugene O’Neill 
with his “Days Without End” and Phillip Barry in “The 
Joyous Season,” have introduced a new note of religion 
— new to the Broadway swamped with “real life” pro- 
ductions but the oldest guarantee of true dramatic worth 
known in the history of the drama. Most of us realize 
how puzzled the critics must be to find themselves con- 
fronted with the unenviable task of having to judge an 
entirely new structure now before the public for trial. 

Everything depends at this critical moment on the 
decision of the public, not on the opinion of a few blase 
newspaper men whose appreciation has been dulled by 
the boredom of witnessing season after season. Every- 
thing, and by that is meant the future trend of the 
American stage and American playwrights, hangs on 
the decision of the spectators. If by their approval they 
show that the rich motive of religion still has power to 
move when adapted to the dramatic representation, a re- 
turn to morality in the theater is assured. The result 
remains to be seen. 

The chief recommendation for these two authors in 
regard to their new plays is not so much the question as 
to whether their works are good or bad, but the fact 
they are the first of the writer’s clique who have dared 
to bring Catholicity boldy into prominence. And since 
they hold the positions they do — foremost of the modern 
authors — the decisive weight of their influence must 
surely be felt.

Students at St. Teresa’s, especially newcomers to the 
college, during the past years have given a new inter- 
pretation to the absence regulations formulated by the 
faculty for the benefit of the students. It has been taken 
for granted by the average students in the college de- 
partment that they are entitled to “ditch” so many 
classes in each semester. To insure themselves their al- 
lotted number of cuts, students begin to ditch early in 
the year for no reason at all, so that when it becomes 
necessary through illness or other justifiable reasons 
for teachers to permit a cut, they are compelled to de- 
duct from the grades of the student, thus causing a de- 
crease in her scholastic standing. 

Thc.ie absence regulations interpreted correctly arc 
as follows: One is allowed to “cut” che amount of hours 
one receives credit for each semester. These cuts are 
given if the student has a good reason for missing a 
class. It is unforseen when illness will force one to miss 
a class or to be called away unexpectedly. That is the 
reason absence regulations are made. Suppose a stu- 
dent is forced to miss three or four classes after pre- 
viously having over reached her quota in unnecessary 
absences. This student cannot expect to obtain her 
credits. 

There may be a slight chance that faculty action 
will allow the student her credits on condition that she 
makes up the work missed, but this is doubtful, due to 
the fact that an over amount of “ditched” classes weigh 
heavily against her. 

THE PLAY NEEDS YOU 

Friends who have never worked together upon a 
dramatic production have yet to taste the full flavor of 
true companionship. Unnoticed traits of character, un- 
thought of depths of sacrifice, unprovoked wells of 
humor suddenly spring into existence. There is no unity 
attainable similar to that of two persons working to- 
gether for a common end. Plays are usually enjoyed not 
only by the audiences to which they are presented, but 
by the players in whose minds the past weeks of divert- 
ing and comical incidents are still fresh. “It is in 
moments of leisure that most people reveal themselves,” 
a wise sage once said; it is in the moments of leisure 
between play rehearsals that new, lasting and firm 
friendships are often formed because of this reason. 

Whatever your talents, there is a place for you in 
a school play. If you are dramatic you become an actor, 
if mathematical a business manager, if practical an 
advertising chairman, if theatrical a stage director or 
arranger, if artistical a designer of scenes, costumes, or 
posters, or if you just are, you can still be used as 
prompter, checker, make-up assistant or general helper- 
on-play. Once the play spirit is caught, it will sweep a 
school, and when the school as a whole becomes interested 
and active, the play is a success. Since at St. Teresa 
the college and academy give separate plays, the patron- 
age of each is necessary for the success of either. Ad- 
vertising is much more than printed announcements and 
inducements; it is the “boosting spirit” in its most glori- 
fied form. There is nothing more heartening to the 
actors’ morale than the assurance of the attendance of 
a large audience; nothing more discouraging than the 
dreadful fear of a small one. 

Unusual care is being taken this year by the dra- 
matic art teacher and the members of the college dra- 
matic classes, to reproduce exactly the scenes and cos- 
tumes of their play. Possible managers and players are 
being discussed; but whether you are chosen for a 
prominent leading part, or for the most obscure stage 
detailed, remember you are essential to the vigor, the life 
and the spirit of the play.

1933, $2.50) 

One hundred and thirty-three years 
ago this month there was born in 
England a man whose influence was to 
outlive the Victorian Era and many 
eminent Victorians; a man whose in- 
fluence persisted far beyond his own 
immediate age. This man was none 
other than John Henry Newman, An- 
glican minister, Catholic priest, and 
Roman cardinal. 

His birth coincided with that period 
wherein Christianity reached its low- 
est depths of indifference but through 
Newman’s influence his era was able 
to stage a revival of interest that is 
still unexhausted. At the time of 
Newman’s birth Christianity seemed 
doomed to sink into greater and great- 
er indifference. Perhaps it would 
have, if, at the same time, there had 
not occurred a popular revolt against 
the terrors of the French Revolution 
and the Napoleonic regime. The Ro- 
mantic Movement, a literary and ar- 
tistic renaissance, also had a great 
effect on Catholicism as it revived a 
consciousness of historic continuity 
from which Catholicism emerged as 
a massive historical fact. Foremost 
among the men who instigated this 
trend which was known as the “Ox- 
ford Movement” was John Henry 
Newman. 

J. Elliot Ross, formerly Catholic 
Professor and Associate Administra- 
tive Director of the School of Religion 
at the University of Iowa and author 
of this book, has crammed into two 
hundred and fifty pages not only the 
successes but also the five great fail- 
ures in Newman’s career, any one of 
which would have wrecked a man of 
less determination. 

Together with a twenty page in- 
troduction, which provides an ample 
background for Newman’s life, this 
book contains a complete though short 
bibliography, chronology and index 
which adds much to its value espe- 
cially for student use.

Life in the United States 

A prize was recently offered by 
Scribner’s Magazine for the best 
article representing a first hand ex- 
perience or observation from life in 
the United States. This prize was 
also offered in answer to a very com- 
mon criticism to the effect that recent 
tendencies in American fiction which 
portrayed brutal and depressing 
stories did not represent true Amer- 
ican scenes. 

By appealing directly to those who 
were not well known professional 
writers the editors of Scribner hoped 
to discover a more wholesome, genu- 
ine and contented American life than 
the works of some of our foremost 
American writers had depicted. 

As a result of this offer Scribner’s 
received some four thousand five hun- 
dred manuscripts; of these the twen- 
ty-seven best narratives were selected 
and published by their company un- 
der the title “Life in the United 
States.” 

Written by confessed amateurs a 
few of the tales lack the brilliance of 
style which clothes the stories of pro- 
fessional writers, but whatever they 
lack in style is amply made up for 
in their freshness and air of sin- 
cerity. 

In each of the twenty-seven stories, 
especially in “Oklahoma Race Riot” 
and “Hills of Home,” the atmosphere 
and setting are as real, the characters 
as lifelike, and the dialect as comical 
as are those same features in any of 
the works of our most famous au- 
thors. 

American short stories have long 
been favorites of mine but I have 
never read a collection which has 
brought the four corners of our coun- 
try in such a close union as does this 
book. We became first pioneers, then 
stage troopers, cattlemen, southern 
gentlemen, tenement dwellers, boot- 
leggers, and forest trappers in the 
rapid succession of the fast moving 
tales in “Life in the United States.”
